Of the Great Improvements Made at Clif- 
ton by the Arizona Copper Company. 
Editor Guardian: 
Besides tho 
many 
improvements 
at 
Clifton 
mentioned in mj' last, is the 
olec-tri- 
light plant which is to be re 
placed with a new ono. 
I do not 
know just what 
tho 
capacity 
ot 
tho now dynamo will be, out I was 
told it would be of more 
than 
S 
times tho lighting capacity 
of tho 
old one. 
Ono of tho most prominent 
ad- 
ditions to the camp 
in connection 
with the new plant 
is tho 
mam 
moth water tank which stands 
on 
an elevation just above the roof of 
the main 
building, and the gass 
engine 
room. 
This 
tank 
holds 
about 
600,000 
gallons and 
is so 
located that water can 
bo thrown 
onto or over the roof of all the 
now buildings. 
Tho 
shipping 
capacity 
of the 
baby road irom the works to the 
mines is to bo increased by the ad 
dition of another 
regular 
train, 
the cars aro now being put up at 
tho company s machine shop. 
Tho 
two trains now 
in 
operation 
be- 
tween tho mines 
and the works 
make on an average ten trips daily, 
but when tho new train is on thoie 
will be 14 or 15 trains 
daily. 
It 
looks as though the rails 
of baby 
road would bo kept 
hot 
all 
tho 
time, and it seems that tho A. 
O. 
Co. intends making this the model 
camp of the Territory.
